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NATURAL BRIDGE. 

‘The Natural Bridge in Virginia, is the 
most sublime of nature’s works. It is on the 
ascent of a hill, which seems to havé been 
cloven through its length by some great con- 
vulsion. ‘The fissure, just at the bridge, is, 
by some admeasurements, 270 feet deep, by 
others only 205. It is about 45 feet wide at 
the bottom, and 90 feet at the tep; this of 
course determines the length of the bridge, 
and its height from the water. its breadth in 
the middle is about 60 feet, but more at the 
ends, and the thickness of the mass at the 
summit of the arch, about 40 feet. A part of 
this thickness is constituted by a coat of earth, 
which gives growth to many large trees.— 
The residue, with the hill on both sides, is 
one solid rock of lime stone. The arch ap- 
proaehes the simi-elliptical form : but the lar- 
ger axis of the ellipsis, which would be the 
cord of the arch, is many times longer than 
the transverse. Though the sides of this 
bridge are provided in some parts with a 
parapet of fixed rocks, yet few men have re- 
solution to walk to them and look -over into 
the abyss. You involuntarily fall on your 
hands and feet, creep to the parapet and 
peep over it. Looking down from this height 
about a minute, gave me a violent head ac 
if the view from the top be painful and intol- 
erable, that from below is delightful in an 
equal extreme. It is impossible for the emo | 
tions arising from the sublime, to be felt be- 
yond what they are here; so beautiful an 
arch, $0 elevated, so light, and springi 


narrow, deep, and 
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i on the other, at the distance each | 
ean about five miles. This bridge 1s 
in the county of Rockbridge, to which its 
name is given, and affords a public and com- 
modious passage over a valley, which cannot 
be crossed elsewhere for a considerable «is- 
tance. The stream passing under it Is culled 
Cedar creek. It is a water of James mver, 
and sufficient to turn a gristmill, though its 
fountain is not more than two miles above. 
There is a natural bridge, similar to the one 
above described, over Stock creek, a branch 
of Peleson river, in Washington county.

VALEDICTORY ADDRESS, ' 
By the President of the Franklin Institute. 


Genxtiemen,—Until lately, it was a general 
opinion, that tradesmen, manufacturers, and 
farmers, were sufficiently learned, if they 
could read, write, and keep their accounts. 
Indeed the prejudices this wrong idea las 
given rise to, still influence the conduct of 
many discreet people, and we see them at- 
tentive to the education of those only whom 
they design for the profession of law, medi- 
cine, or divinity. 

The progress of the arts and sciences en- 
lightening the public mind, this mistake on 
education, amongst many other errors, 1s 
yielding to the influence of reason and good 
sense ; yet, when we consider the small num- 
ber of institutions that are established for the 
instruction of mechanics, and the few that 
have as vet attended them, it is evident we 
are just at the commencement of a new epoch. 
I congratulate my young mechanic brethren 
on the grand prospects it is placing before 
them, and, as their friend, assure them, it 1s 
of as much importance to their future prospe- 
ity and high standing in socicty, that they 
should avail themselves of the opportunities 
of improving their minds in a knowledge of 
the sciences, as it is for those who are destin- 
ed to the profession of the law or medicine, 
tu acquire the dead languages. But to make 
respectable progress in any of these studies, 
it is essential to be industrious in their cult- 
vation. The possession of knowledge has so 
many advantages accompanying it, that were 
its acguirement in reality irksome, still every 
difficulty should be encountered; but expe- 
rience has found it is not so—as the mind pro 
gresses in study, it progresses inenjoyment ; 
it is only at the commencement, the labour 
ig a task. 

Amongst the good men Providence has 
¢ent to benefit seciefy, Professor Andeison, 
of Glasgow, occupies a distinguished rank. 
#t was he who first formed and put in opera- 
tion the plan of giving to practical men and 
journeymen mechanics, lectures on the sci- 
ences, and their application to the arts. This 
distinguished gentleman belonged to the 
class of liberals. He possessed a warm heart, 
under the guidance of'an excellent head, and 
tanked high in scientific acquirements, ac- 
eompanied with much practical knowledge 
in the useful arts. All these he employed to 
‘benefit his manufacturing and mechanic 
neighbours, and gave lectures that were 
most numerously attended, by men who soon 
appreciated and acknowledg: } their value; 
for Dr. Anderson’s pupils, with their own la- 
Pour, made for him such models as they un- 
derstood he was not provided with, and 
that were useful and necessary to his lectures. 
For example, they made him a small steam- 
engine, that could be placed on his table, and 
was capable of working; and also a model, of 
the same size and construction, not formed 
to work, but to be opened, so that the mo- 
tions of the piston, valves, &c. were exposed 
toview, anc so the operations of this most use- 
ful machine made manifest to the sight. The 
present aecasion for mentioning the services 
of Professor Anderson, whose example the 
founders of the Franklin Institute have tol- 
lowed, offers an opportunity I cannot permit 
to pass, without expressing my respect for 
his memory, and acknowledging my opinion 
of the great services he has rendered society ; 
and while acknowledging my grateful vene-. 
ration for the father of this system of educa- 
tion, it calls to mind esteem, and regard for 
those who have introduced it here, and who 
have, with so much industry and intelligence, 
conducted the affairs of this Institute; the 
happy effects of which, there is no doubt, 
will form anew epoch in the character, not 
only of this city, but of Pennsylvania herself. 

‘The able and intelligent manner in which 
this first course of lectures has been conducted 








to its close, will prove of great advantage to | 
the students, and is highly creditable to the | 
professors. 

The sciences of chemistry and mechanics | 
are of the first order—they are elementary, | 
and their principles being susceptible of a 
thousand modifications, and applicable to 
every manufacture, merit your further at- 
tention. Architecture is a branch of civil en- 
gineering, and is every day acquiring with 
us the more importance. The incidental lec- 
tures we huve received on law, and the dis- 
eases to which the working classes are ex- 
posed, will be of great service in guarding 
us against error, and those accidents we are 
exposed to, besides the beneficial influence 
of enlarging our minds and habits of think- 
ing; and they are most gratifying proofs of 
the deep interest the gentlemen who have 
rendered us these services take in the prospe- 
rity and honor of this Institution. The lec- 
tures we have had on specific businesses, are 
not expected to excite such strong and gene- 
ral interest; but as one branch of industry is 
so dependant on, and intimately connected 
with others, to be perfect in our own, it is 
almost necessary we should be acquainted 
with hose to which ours is most intimately 
related. Indeed, some of the most useful im- 
provements have been suggested, hy intelli- 
gent men, secing the processes followed in 
trades very different from their own. The 
good effects of such lectures are most cer- 
tain—they are necessary to complete the 
circle—they give us experience in support 
of science, and are the tests of theory. It is 
impossible to estimate the value of lectures 
frorn well informed practical men; their ob- 
gervations are the result of experience, and 
the remarks of the tanner, on the effects of 
lime, may be useful to the soap-maker, sugar. 
refiner, or other tradesmen. 

As this is a school of instruction, the good 
sense of the lecturers, and the guardianship 
of the managers, will seve this hall from be- 
ing the arena of controversy. There will al- 
Ways exist ungettled points in arts and sei- 
ence, as well as in theology; debating them 
might sometimes interfere with good feel- 
‘ings, and certainly would waste precious time, 
that ht to be employed in acquiring a 
know] ot principles and things, the use- 
fulness of which is self-evident. 

In addition to the general lectures, a school 
for drawing has been opened, as another 
means presented to our Be) tradesmen of 
improving themselves. This useful branch of 
education heretofore has been unaccountably 
- fegilected A pra? em Beas the 

! f drawing, it is an elegant and 
le accomplishment, securing to those 





who possess it many advantages. ‘The great 
number that joined this class, and the punc- 
tuality of their attendance, are pleasing as- 
surances, that the importance of a knowledge 
of the art of drawing, begins to be duly ap- 
preciated. Indeed it will be found useful to 
all classes. = oth 

Encouraged by the success of their other 
plans, the managers, we perceive, an ~S 
opening a school for mathematics, that Foe 
ence, whose principles form the source of al 
correct reasoning. It is to the family of sci- 
ence, what reason is to the human mind. It 
takes cognizance of every substance _— of 
ists, and as clearly defines the magnitude ~ 
our globe as the extent of our gardens, anc 
explains the motion of a planet and ao 
ciples of a go-cart. It tests and controls the 
other sciences, and at the same time is their 
handmaid. The limited attention thai has 
heretofore been paid to this important branch 
of human knowledge, is another evidence of 
the existence of that error, which considered 
it only necessary to teach tradesmen to work 
To enumerate all who are to benefit by the 
study of mathematics, is a simple task; it is 
of use to every one who thinks or acts. It 
guides the mariner, the surveyor, the milita- 
ry general, and the carpenter. W henever they 
act rationally, they act mathematically, whe- 
ther they are or are not acquainted with the 
principles of this universal science. 

It is devoutly to be wished, that the pro- 
posed class will be numerously attended ; 
vet we can hardly expect that this will be 
the case, for the science is considered only 
as a study necessary for a very few profes- 
sions, though there are few of us that are not 
in the habit of constantly acting on its princi- 
ples. ‘Vhe managers will add another to the 
many services already rendered the public, if 
they can devise means to make the study of 
mathematics a popular pursuit 

it was the maxim ofthe philosopher whose 
name this institution bears, not to despise 
wisdom because it,came from the other side of 
the water; and the establishment of this instt- 
tution is a proof that the advice of Franklin 
has not been thrown away on his townsmen. 
But we must not rest contented with borrow 
ing from others. Our Government, civil in- 
stitutions, and many other circumstances, re- 
quire of all American citizens, the perform- 
ance of many duties, and secure the enjoy- 
ment of many rights, different from what be- 
long to people who live under Monarchical 
Governments; and it is of great importance 
to the community of which we are members, 
that we should be qualified to discharge these 
duties with propriety. It is with great defer- 
ence I mention this subject; but as we are 
integral parts of the sovereignty of this re- 
public, and claim high privileges, it is most 
important that we should know our duties, 
and how we ought to act, should our fellow- 
citizens call on us to fill any of the various 
offices under the government. The youth of 
this Republic should at least have some in- 
strnctions’on the duties of Jurors, Magistrates, 
Legislators, Supervisors, Guardians of the 
poor, &c. &e. We should have some instruc- 
tion on the duties that belong to our elective 
franchise, and the great moral obligation that 
rests upon us, when we vote for any officer 
from the President down to the township 
clerk. It is important we should know that 
it is not a patronage vested in us, to bestow 
on a favorite, or give to a friend, but a service 
we have to render society. We ought to 
know that where the elective duties are per- 
formed under any influence save the ‘lesire to 
benefit the nation, a species of moral treason 
has been committed on the present genera 
tion, an act of ingratitude to our predec: ssors, 
and one injurious to posterity. ‘i hat imstruc- 
tion in these matters is wanting, will be ad- 
mitted by ail who reflect on the subject.— 
Perhaps this department of instruction may 
not be considered emsraced within the views 
of the Franklin Institute, but whoever brings 
it into operation, will render to the country 
most essential service. 

A desire for improvement is now gone forth, 
and justifies the hope that the efforts of the 
Franklin Institute will be warmly seconded 
by those for whose benefit it has been estab- 
lished. We are all acquainted with the mo- 
derate terms of admission. I have often felt 
great anxiety lest the smallness of the means 
should embarrass the managers in the duties 
they have undertaken ; so indeed they would, 
but for the goodness of the object, for pub- 
lic favor on its side, and the careful exertions 
of the managers. 

When we take a view of the whole, it is im- 
possible not to indulge the expectation that 
we shall see the next course of lectures at- 
tended by all our young men, who have any 
desire for distinction, or ambition to be above 
the gin-house routine of working without 
knowing what they are about. he arrange- 
ment made for the lectures on Mechanics, 
that are to form part of the next course, will 
give increased interest to the whole » and we 
have every reason to expect the periodical 
werk which the Professor on this subject 
proposes to publish, will be a valuable acqui- 
‘tion tous; for, being conducted by a gentle- 
man of great natural and acquired mechani- 
cal abilities, and familiar with the state of the 
arts in this country, as well as abroad, what 
comes through such a channel will be suited 
to our circumstances, and [ trust will merit 
and receive your patronage. 

‘The Franklin Institute is now fairly before 
the public, and you, gentlemen, are better 
able to appreciate its merits than I am, for 
many circumstances have interposed to de- 
prive me of the benefit and pleasure I should 
have enjoyed here. You have heard the lec- 
tures and seen the modes of demonstration, 
the models, and experiments, and I presume 
you are convinced this hall is a place to ac- 
gure knowledge ; and “ knowledge is pow- 
er,” and who has so legitimate aright to this, 
as the industrious members of the communi- 
ty. The opportunity to improve ourselves 
is now before us, and I trust none will ne- 
glect it. 

The past lectures commanded a numerous 
attendance, and the pupils conducted them- 
selves with the most decorous propriety; in- 
deed their example is not unworthy the at- 
tention of older establishments. 

From this school, where the elements of 
science are put iniothe hands of practice, we 
may expect the happiest consequences. The 
energies of mind will be called forth, genius 
will receive that assistance nature requires, 
and new Franklins, Andersons, Fultons, 
Watts, and Goutreys will proceed from this 
Institution, honorable to their country, and 
benefactors to the whole world. In contem- 
plating these pleasing prospects, the heart is 
warmed with gratitude for the manifold ad- 
vantages we enjoy, and the endless prospect 
of improvement that is before our successors. 

The present is an opportunjty } with plea- 
sure take the advantage of, to ack nowledge 
to the members of the Institute, my obliga- 
tions for the honor they have conferred on 
me, in placing me in their first office. 1 sin- 
cerely wish its duties were in the charge of 
more competent hands; and I have hopes 
that at no distant period, we shall see such a 
change take place. The Institute may gain, 
it cannot lose by such an alteration ; for it will 
ever have all the services my humble abilities 
are capable of rendering it. 

_ On closing this term of lectures, your Pre- 
sident most ardently hopes the Professors and 
Members will have reason to recollect it as a 
period of well-spent time; and that their fu- 
ture days may be accompanied with the bles- 
sings of health and happiness,

‘*1 do not desire, as a brother, to impress 
my Opinions upon you; but only to give you 
my views, and leave them as a mirror for you 
to look into. IT would not have any turn to 
my views, merely because they are mine ; but 
because they are convinced of the irresistable 
truth of them. If they do not see as I do, it 
does not break my love with my fellow‘crea- 
tures. lam thankful--and this is the very 
pearl of my life—that I feel and continue to 
feel nothing but love to flow to every creature 
under heaven.” Such is the benevolent and 
christian language of this truly dignified min- 
ister, (read his sermons) who, by a few, of lat- 
ter day, has been held up to public scorn and 
execration, through every medium that an 
embittered imagination could possibly invent ;

And 
the reason why, as a people, they have not, 
like many others, been perplexed with se- 
cret jars and inward cormmotions, is traceable 
to this. that the ground and foundation of 
their profession was love to God and jove to 
one another, and this profession being held 
in a pure conscience, preserved them a united 
body. But umhappily, some individuals that 
have long laboured in the exercise of the dis- 
cipline, and directed in a great measure, the 
affairs of the body, degenerating into the let- 
ter, and becoming burie« under the influence 
of tradition, have yone forth in the presump- 
tive will, and active spirit of the creature, 
without the clothing of that divine charity, 
which would preserve all in their proper pla- 
ces; and estecming their activity in church 
affairs as religion, and their services on various 
occasions, as so many undeniable evidences 
of divine approbation, Auve endeavoured to 
establish susfematic rules of faith, the enforce- 
ment of which would have been the means 
of introducing oppression and persecution 
against all that could not see things in the 
same lightthat they do. Hence, almost every 
deranging and unsettling circumstance in the 
body, has had its rise in that department of 
society, which ought to have been conspicu. 
ous for its meekness, forbearance, and love ; 
and this appearing self-evident, has given 
cause to many to censure their unauthorized 
proceedings. If the love of God, and the 
communion of the Holy Ghost had been pre- 
valent amongst these, the opprobrious epi- 
thets of Deist, Newkght, &c. would have never 
been used aguinst a brother; but they which 
lead have caused the flock to stumble, and are 
upbraiding them for defects which are purely 
traceable to themselves. Thus, through this 
door, although professedly to advocate the 
cause of righteousness, incalculable mischief 
hath entered, viz: the spirit of discord and 
bitterness, which, like a destroying wind from 
the wilderness, threatens to prostrate every 
tender plant within the reach of its desolating 
influence. ‘Then where will this destroyer, 
this spirit of anti-christ find its end or resting- 
place, that so this people may be gathered 
into stillness, and in qmetness and confidence 
again renew their strength? “Oh my peo- 
ple! they which lead thee, cause thee to err, 
and destroy the way of thy paths’? Hence 
we may behold the obvious cause of the re- 
trogade state of this society, and the loss of 
that energy, that would have dignified it with 
the consoling epithet of the people of God. 
But the primary and substantial cause of their 
decline, and which, if not timely and season- 
ably averted, will prove the consummation 
of their fall, is, that the Scribes and Pharisees 
among this people, sit as in Spiritual Mo- 
ses’ seat, who, by their love to rule, and 
by their double love to their own notions and 
opinions, which they zealously cherish and en- 
force as the judgment of truth, are waging 
war against the righteous lowly seed in others, 
having long ago, by gradation, fursaken it 
within themselves. In confirmatidn of this, 
by appealing to the fruits of these, we shall 
have at once such a mass of testimony, as will 
convince every unprejudiced mind, that it is 
not now as was formerly, the authority of the 
lamb that is appealed to, as the presiding 
judge in all thi:ygs aff-cting the church ; but 
rather the cunning and intrigue of a few, who 
having obtained the honorable standing of 
fathers, are rioting in their own fallible judg- 
ments, and by the weight of their influence, 
are imposing it upon the flock, as the infallible 
judgment of truth. Hence it is, that the work 
of reformation is turned back, and the cause 
obviously manifest, why they, asa people, are 
for the most part esteemed a dead and lifeless 
body, by those among whom at thjs day, they 
might have been a burning and shining light. 
The will of man can never work the righte- 
ousness of God: but if the will, power, and 
all the attributes of man are put forth in sup-

Here the spirit of man, under the specious 
clothing and disguise of religion, gradually 
obtains the ascendancy in the scale of influ- 
ence, and by power thus acquired, with feign- 
ed words, turn the whole course of society 
to the accomplishment of their painted 
schemes and visionary views, in relation to 
what they blindly conceive to be the promo- 
tion of truth. Hence society under the aus- 
pices and contriving care of such, is in great 
danger of being gradually led away from the 
true foundation and principle of all right re- 
ligion, viz: Christ within, and becoming the 
actual servants of men, who honor God ina 
way that will ingratiate themselves in the es- 
timation of the great of the earth ; but the 
Lord, who will not give his glory to another, 
nor his praise to graven images, will in his 
own time, break down the carved work, and 
splendid palaces or high professions of these; 
for he will overturn, overturn, overturn, un- 
til he comes torule amongst his people, whose 
right it is. .

FROM LATE ENGLISH PAPERS. 








It was announced at a meeting of the 
Catholic Association in Dublin, on the 3d 
March, that Mr. Plunkett was very soon to 
become Lord Chancellor of treland. 

Mr. O'Connell, the head of the Catholic 
Association, has been made a Livery man of 
London. 

The exports of British manufactures in 
1822, amounted to 45,787,389-—in 1823, to 
46,261,511, and in 1824, to 250,768,808. 

In England, the supply of oak bark is so in- 
adequate to the demand, that the tanneres 
in the vicinity of London alone, use annually 
from 7000 to 8000 tons of foreign bark, at an 
expense of #14 per ton. 

It is stated in a Leeds paper, that there 
was a greater demand for cotton goods than 
all the English and Scotch manufactories, to- 
gether with all the advantages of machinery, 
experience, and capital, can supply. | he ad- 
vanced price of iron is also said to have creat- 
ed great embarrassment at Birmingham, 
where the orders on hand could not be sup- 
plied without ruinous consequences. 

The use of steam in the. manufacture of 
bricks had caused a saving on that article of 
60 per cent. and by a new method, for which 
a patent had been obtained. Security was 
afforded against the destructive effects of 
frost or wet weather while the bricks are 
drying. only 48 hours being required to pre- 
pare them for the kiln, which now occupies 
two months. 

The Hon. Col. Stanhope, brother of the 
Earl of Stanhope, committed suicide in one of 
the out houses in Caen Wood.

The Pope, it is said, has addressed an en- 
cyclical letter to all the archbishops 4nd bish- 
ops of America, commanding them incessant- 
ly to preach the necessity of submitting to 
the mother country.

The proposition was generally 
ill-received. 

The petition of the Roman Catholics of 
Ireland, presented tothe British House of 
Commons by Sir Frances Burdett, had one 
hundred thousand signatures to it. 

The brig Cambria, from Falmouth, for 
Vera Cruz, returned to Falmouth on the 4th, 
with between 5 and 600 men, women, and 
children, who were taken out of the Kent 
East Indiaman, which she fell in with on the 
ist March, on fire. It is supposed about 90 
souls perished on board the Kent, which had 
about 500 troops on board for India.

Mr. Torbet, of St. Helena, on whose land 
Bonaparte was buried, arrived not long since 
in England, and demanded of the British Go- 
vernment # 1000 for the land enclosed around 
the grave. He, however, was put off with 
£500, to be paid by the East India Company 
on his return to St. Helena. 

Probert, the man who was so deeply im- 
plicated with Thurtell, in the horrible affair 
at Gill’s-Hall Cottage, has been apprehended 
on a charge of horse stealing.

He was well dressed; and when 
the information against him was read, declin- 
ed saying any thing. He was committed for 
further examination.

On Thursday week, about half past ten

Nine were convicted by the 
Police Court, and sentenced to three months 
labor in the house of correction; one was 
bound over to take his trial xt the municipal 
court, and one was discharged. Samuel Chess- 
man, who had been committed to prison, by 
order of a Fire Warden, for causing a distur- 
bance at the same fire, brought a suit for 
flse imprisonment against the watchman 
who took him to the prison. The court, 
however, decided that there was no cause of 
action.
